The final account in the estate of 


Thomas F. Ryan has been filed by 
his executors in New York, where Mr. 
Ryan resided at the time of his death. 


The inventory fixes the value of the 


estate as it was on the 23rd of Novem- 
ber, 1928, when Mr. Ryan died, be- 
cause inheritance taxes must be fig- 
ured as of the value on the day of 
death. That value was 135 millions. 


It is the second largest estate to be 


administered, the largest having been 
that of Payne Whitney, also of New 
York, appraised at 178 millions. Since 
a. large part of Mr. Ryan's fortune was 
invested in securities listed on the 
stock exchange it is now estimated 
that since his death his estate has 
shrunk to about 35 millions. 


The inheritance tax upon the Ryan 


estate was-a little over 25 millions, of 
which 20 millions went to the state of 
New York and 5 millions to the federal 
government. It is to be observed that 
although Mr. Ryan had, as the com- 
pleted inventory shows,-a 5400,000 
home in Virginia and another $100,- 
000 home elsewhere he maintained his 
residence—and which he easily, prop- 
erly and legally_ could have claimed in 
another state—in New York, although 
the taxes in New York were higher 
than in adjoining- states. 


The same was true of Payne Whit- 


ney. He had a residential property in 
Rhode Island and another in Virginia, 
yet he submitted to New" York citizen- 
ship^ which entailed upon him, as it 
did upon Mr. Ryan and every other rts- 
ident of that state, an income tax ev- 
ery year and a. substantial inheritance 
tax. 


From these two estates alone New 


York state received in the course of 
A year, nearly 50 million dollar;?. It 
must be clear to everyone that those 
same estates will again and before long 
too, be subjected to further inheritance 
taxes. Heirs do not live forever. It 
-is a whittling process performed over 
and over and over again. It is there- 
fore highly important-to a state, ex- 
cellent business in fact, to keep the 
residence of these men within its bor- 
ders if decently possible or if such 
result may be obtained without the 
clear surrender of some-basic principle 
of government. 


Now compare the taxation systems 


of New York and Wisconsin. The 
New York annual income tax is 3 per 
cent, Wisconsin's 7 per cent. The 
highest bracket in Wisconsin's inher- 
itance tax is 12 per cent, that of New 
York 16 per, cent 


Take California, said to be the home 


of more wealthy men than any other 
state in the Union. Its income tax 
ia.4 per cent, while its inheritance tax 
is the same as Wisconsin's. 


These men with super-fortunes ac- 


cepted without complaint tne laws of 
their domicile although we must know 
that they were entirely familiar with 
the ease with which they could have 
changed residence, a thing beyond the 
power TO any state to prevent, and 
gone on with their business :n New 
York just the same, coming there oc- 
casionally or staying as long as they 
pleased. Xo one has ever heard of an 
exodus of wealthy people out of Xew 
York or California. 


No, it isn't taxes alone that have 


lost so much to Wisconsin and bid fair 
to lose more. 


Aside from the relatively few who 


happen to inherit fortunes and pur- 
sue soft and useless lives, men of 
means can and do readily understand, 
not only the needs of government but 
the justice of requiring taxes from 
them "in proportion to their ability 
to pay," although that is an expression 
which is becoming elastic and may be 
the subject of much abuse. 


Why is it that conditions have been 


created in Wisconsin that lead to bit- 
terness, rancor, ill will, and the de-

sire to leave the homeland of a life- 
time? 
- 


Is it the scoffing and derision aimed 


at those who know that their efforts 
turn a golden stream into the public 
treasuries? Is it the mockery some- 
times made of sound and sensible pro* 
posals merely because they originate 
with one. of means? Is it because the 
people permit themselves often to be 
swayed by sneers and jibes instead of 
facts? Is it that the government at 
Madison has persisted in acting, at 
times, in disregard of truth and in a 
frenzy of misstatement and misunder- 
standing? 


Take Mr. Kimberly who has recently 


left us. 


He was paying Wisconsin about 


$21,000 a year income taxes. Under 
the recent Emergency Relief Law that 
. tax will be something around $75,000, 
depending upon his source of income. 
Of course, Mr. Kimberly knows that 
since that tax is assessed on 1931 in- 
comes, while he was still a resident of 
the state, it must be paid wherever he 
now resides. 


Did Mr. Kimberly, who but a year 


ago voluntarily gave Lawrence College 
$100,000, leave the state just because 
of a tax he will pay anyway? His 
generosity with his money rebuts that 
conclusion conclusively enough. 


Making a rough estimate of Mr. 


Kimberly's fortune from his income 
it will be seen that upon his death an 
inheritance tax of about a million dol- 
lars will accrue of which approximate- 
ly 80 per cent would go to the state. 
That is 2. great loss for Wisconsin to 
accept for useless and futile political 
maneuverings if they were its cause. 


Observe too the unfavorable result 


upon the state's receipts from inheri- 
tance.taxes because of the wealth that 
has already left our borders. From a 
compilation made and printed by the 
Wisconsin Tax Commission we find 
that the inheritance tax went into ef- 
fect in the year 1904 and produced $4,- 
320.00 for the state. The next year it 
produced $125,965.00. From then on 
its course was gradually upward un- 
til in 1928 it'lrad risen to 3j£ millions. 
But since that time its course has been 
downward, dropping to 2y3 millions in 
1930 and the same in 1931. This nat- 
ural and proper source of income to 
the government should not be heed- 
lessly despoiled. 


What has caused this big drop? It 


could hardly have teen shrunken de- 
pression values because the taxes paid 
in 1930 were from the estates of those 
who died in-1928 and 1929. Are we be- 
ginning to feel the loss of revenue be- 
cause of the many who quit the state 
when Mr. Elaine was governor? 


Men of wealth who have left the 


state before, and we have already lost 
altogether too many of them, have re- 
ferred to our taxing laws "as the last 
straw." But we all know very well 
that the straw that breaks the camel's 
back is the one that is piled on top of 
a towering load of other straws. 


Confidently it may be asserted that 


the taxation burden Wisconsin has al- 
ready put on wealth, although high, is 
not an unjust one and should not make 
one man of means leave the state. A 
heavy tax is not necessarily an unfair 
one. The need for the assessment of" 
the tax must always remain a domi- 
nant element in considering its jus- 
tice. 


There are other things than taxes in 


the swirling Wisconsin cinema, And, 
from time to time, we are going to 
speak about them.

Among 
them I find our old friend, counsel- 
lor and guide, Prof. Yandell Hender- 
son, the one mart In this 
country 


who, I 
frankly admit, 
probably 


knows more than X do about artifi- 
cial respiration, 
blithely asserting 


that in his judgment it -would take 
eight or ten quarts of 4 
per cent 


beer to produce intoxication. 


Whereupon I again beg the Indul- 


gence of the audience while I go to 
the'mat with the Professor. 


Tm not willing to guarantee my 


arithmetic, but as I compute 
it 


eight quarts of four per cent, or 
four per cent of eight quarts would 
represent a little more than 
10 


ounces of pure alcohol. 


But then, maybe the 
Professor 


had his fingers crossed, or 
more 


likely his tongue- in his cheek, when 
he used the term "intoxicate." I'd 
hate to get into a personal 
argu- 


ment with the Professor over the 
significance of the term. I've always 
found that he knew precisely what 
he was talking about, in all the little 
roundabout debates I've had with 
Dr. Henderson. So what I say here 
is to be construed in a Pickwickian 
sense merely. This formidable fig- 
ure I'm. thrashing so soundly Is not 
the Professor in person but just a 
straw effigy, so to speak. The dis- 
patch furnished the straw for it. 


Now rd like to meet the student, 


or even the man about town, who 
requires ten ounces of alcohol to get 
a jag on. I have no experiments to 
try on him, and certainly I shall of- 
fer him nothing illicit to drink, but I 
do crave to feel the edge of his liv- 
er and see whether it isn't studded 
•with hobnails. 


If it takes upwards from half a 


pint of clear alcohol to 
intoxicate, 


all this taTir about the high accident 
rate from slightly jingled automo- 
bile drivers Is just hooey, isn't it?

Every physician, 
Physiologist or scientific expert 
is 


entitled to his own opinion 
about 
that. There is no rule or ruling by 
which to test the matter.

The general public has a choice as- 
sortment of conceptions or beliefs. I 
have my smug little notion, 
and 


Professor Henderson evidently has 
a large and luxurious or at least a 
very generous theory. But what we 
scientific or near-scientific or would- 
be-scientific sharps may think about 
it doesn't matter much. The politi- 
cians will decide 
for 
themselves 


what is and what Is not intoxication 
and when they've settled the matter 
and put It Into law, then the judges 
will take it all under 
advisement 


and inform us at last precisely what 
congress meant when It referred to 
intoxication. 
By that time, I sup- 


pose, Prof. Henderson will be retir- 
ed and in no condition to renew hos- 
tilities. So all I can say now about It 
is that I think Professor* Henderson 
is all wet. And I don't care if he is. 
I am still an dry.

Though the American Red Cross 


is extending aid to the so-called non- 
ward Indians in four states, includ- 
ing Montana, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, and Nebraska, they are be- 
ing- denied help in all other states, 
Wisconsin, among others, according 
to Peavey's resolution, which fol- 
lows in part: 


"Due to crop failures, unemploy- 


ment, recent blizzards, and the ex- 
haustion of Indian 
tribal 
funds, 


there now exists a state of

and growing distress, amounting in 
thousands of cases to gradual star- j 
vation among Indians in at least 
ten states, and not few than 125,000 
in number. 


"The facts are known to the In- 


terior Department and Bureau 
of 


Indian Affairs, through 
numerous 


letters and telegrams from the Su- 
perintendents. It has been the pol- 
icy of the Administrative branch to 
withhold distress-relief from 
these 


Indians administratively classed as 
non-wards, although the majority of 
such Indians are in fact still living 
in tribal relations, are still interest- 
ed In tribal property, 
funds,

claims, or still subsisting under trea- 
ty relations with the 
government, 


these Indians thus denied
